: E hedr 4 great deal lately 
about calories and vitamins, 
but very few of us have a work- 
jing knowledge of what they 
mean. Heat and muscular pow- 
er are forms of force and en- 
ergy. The energy is developed 
as food is consumed in the body. 
The unit of measurement is the 
“calorie.” this being the amount 
of heat which will raise the 
temperature of a pound ot wa- 
ter 4 degrees Fanrenheit. 
HAT docsn’t mean much to 
us. Well, a pourd of meat 
equals 1,860 calories, a pound of 
-Starch or sugar equals 1,860 cal- 
orieés, a pound of fat equals 
4,220 calories. Still we don’t un- 
derstand. A thriving child dur- 
ing its first year gains one-half 
ounce a day and requires about 
‘a quart of milk rcpresenting 
£900 calories. From 2 to 6 years 
of age a child requires 1,400 
calories a day and from 6 years 
‘to 15 he needs 2,000 calories a 
day. That gives us some meas- 
ute of food value. se 
NRPHAT are vitamins? Our 
knowledge of them is rather 
jwague. In scientific language. 
‘vitamins mean “necessary am- 
thonia compounds.” Popularly, 
they mean ‘‘livitig principles that 
‘are necessary to health.” We 
ily notice the effects of them 
when they are absent. Like the 
small boy's definition of salt, 
‘“Salt is the spice that spoils the 
potato when you don’t put it 
on."" A child needs more food, in 
proportion, than a grown person 
to promote his growth and we 
must supply it in an easily diges- 
tible form. There is seldom any- 
thing wrong with the digestion 
at the beginning. 
. * * * 
RAOST digestive troubles come 
from a poor choice of foods 
and from poor habits of eating. 
We have three kinds of food 
with their several forms of vita- 
mins. Protein, foods are neces- 
sary for the growth of tissue. 
‘ey are supplied by meat, milk, 
*| dnd eggs. Body heat and 
énergy are supplied by carbohy- 
drates. Cereals, bredd, potatoes 
and sugar furnish these. Fat is 
provided in cream and butter, 
some from meat and perhaps 
some from vegetables. Fats aid 
the carbohydrates to supply heat 
and they aid in the absorbtion 
of. salts, which are so important 
to bone formation and growth of 
nerve tissue. 
” * * 
JDROTEINS, carbohydrates and 
fats are the basic foods but 
a diet on thése alone will not 
produce a healthy child or adult. 
Vegetables and fruits are neces- 
rary because they furnish salts, 
iron, vitamins, and water. Now 
Know what food is and why 
some of each kind is necessary 
for our growth and development. 
Vitamins are designated by let- 
ters A, B, C, and D, and several 
others. 


ITAMIN A is most abundant 

in animal fats and green 
vegetables. Vitamin B in whole 
cereals, nuts, eggs, and the in- 
ternal orgaris of animals. Vita- 
min C in fresh juicy fruits and 
green vegetables. A child who 
réctives no vitamins in his food 
wil] die, but a very small per 
cent will save him: If the bo?’ 
is exposed to direct sunliczh 
will produce its own vitamins 


D liver gil contains the vite - 
™. min that prevents and cures 
rickets afid it, with other fats. 
can be madé more potent ir <x- 
posed to sunlight or short wave 
radiation, Much of our cod liver 
Gil is being made more effective 
vith a dosage smaller and less 
Cujectionable than _ formally. 
This is aceomplished by the use 
of light treatment in ti e form of 
short wave irrddiatior.

I have told you something 
about the causes of acne and the 
need for correcting the pMysical 
cause for it. Today I promised to 
tell you something about the 
treatment. Let me repeat. that it 
is very important to have pro- 
fessional acne treatmnent if you 
are near a shop that gives tuis 
treathient. 

The professional acne treat- 
ment usvally consists of a thor- 
ough cleansing of «ne skin and 
a rinse with an antiseptic, then 
the opening of the pimples, dis- 
charging the pus and removing 
blackheads. This is done care- 
fully by experienced hands, so 
that your skin, already sensitive 
and inclined to irritation, will 
not be scarred or the infection 
spread. In many shops a stimu- 
lating electrical treatment is also 
given to hasten the healing and 
soothe the inflammation. 

If you must depend on your 
own resources, remember that 
you cannot be too careful. 
Cleanse the skin to begin with, 
using melted soap for cleansing. 
Some specialists advise the use 
of tincture of green soap, as it 
is antiseptic and healing. Dip a 
square of cotton in hot water, 
than in a little of the liquid soap, 
and work up a good lather and 
massage into the skin. Go over 
the skin several times amd then 
sponge the skin with hot water 
until all the soap is gone. 

Now prepare an antiseptic so- 
lution. You can ask your drug- 
gist for a good one and use it 
according to directions. Dip a 
large piece of cotton into this so- 
lution and leave it over the face 
a minute and re-dip, repeating 
five times. Remove the excess 
water with absorbent tissues and 
then extract the contents of the 
pimples by opening them with a 
sterilized needle and gently pull- 
ing the skin on either side. 

Take up the pus on a piece of 
cotton squeezed out of alcohol. 
Be very, very c-reful not to 
spread the infection to any other 
part of the skin. Remove any 
blackheads that will come out 
easily with one of the little in- 
struments made specially for the 
purpose. Plan this treatment 
once or twice a week, but not 
oftener, as there is danger of ir- 
ritating your skin too much. 

Your nightly treatment should 
consist of a thorough cleansing 
with soap and water — never a 
cream or oil. The soap helps to 
remove any excess oil, which in- 
variably accompanies the acne 
condition. Next apply a sooth- 
ing, healing ointment, that 
spreads easily. These acne oint- 
ments contain antiseptics that 
tend to destroy the bacteria and 
prevent re-infection. It is medi- 
cinal and relieves irritation and 
inflammation. Use such an oint- 
ment according to directions. 
Sometimes the ointments are to 
remain on the skin a_ stated 
length of time and then removed 
and the skin sponged with a Jo- 
tion that '. antiseptic and high- 
vy astringent. 

For the first, two or three 
weeks of treatment the skin may 
seem worse, but this is due to the 
stimulated circulation, which is 
causing the deeply imbedded im- 
purities to come to a head and 
is hastening new tissue growth. 
Do not be alarmed, but follow 
the treatment faithfully, and the 
condition, once its starts to im- 
prove, will improve rapidly. 


Did You Know? 


Ii to® much iodine has been 
used and caused irritation, it 
can be relieved by applying thin, 
cooked starch paste. Iodine can 
be removed by washing, with al- 
cohol. 


If you should break a glass, 
lobe or tumbler, you will find 
there are tiny bits you can't col- 
lect. Lay a small piece of wool- 
en cloth over the fragfnents and 
gently pat it down until every 
bit of glass has stock to the cloth, 
then burn the cloth for safety. 


To clean plaster casts use cold 
crearh on a soft cloth. Water is 
likely to destroy the tint and the 
glaze, 


Iodine stains can be removed 
from most materials by soaking 
all night in cold, water. 


For hard wear get an end 
table with a bakelite top. It is 
unaffected by water. alcohol 
lighted cigarettes, ‘heat or cold.

GOOD COFFEE 
EASY TO MAKE 


By JUDITH WILSON 
OTHING so quickly gives the 
feeling of warmth and _ hos- 


pitality as fragrant, amber- 
clear cups of coffee — truly a 
crink of a thousand delights. 


Coffee belongs to so many occa- 
sions! It is a satisfying, home- 
hke beverage that gives grace 
to the family meal, zest to the 
campfire dinner and a friendly, 
informal glow to a party. 

Is it any wonder then that 
housewives all want io knew the 
secerts of perfect coffee inaking? 
Coffee making is reaily an art— 
how much so, I only learned 
efter a trip acfoss the continent 
punctuated once or twice daily 
with stops and drinks of infe- 
rior coffee. 

Coffee Rules 

If you want to make good 
ccffee, there are sevearl points 
that you should remember. 
First you should chcose a good 
blend of coffee and be sure that 
it is fresh. One of the most 
important rules for making 
g00d coffee is to be careful to 
measure both the water and the 
coffee accurately. and to use 
fresh water. That is, you should 
not use water that has stood 
Cvernight or for an indefinite 
period in the tea ke'tle. 

Take good care of vour coffee 
pot or percolator anu be sure 
that it is always ‘clean. Time 
your coffee making, and remove 
the grounds as soon as the cof- 
fee is done. Serve unmediately, 
if possible, or keep hot for serv- 
ice, but never reheat. 

Percolator Coffee 

Do you make your coffee with 
a percolator? Then it should be 
beautifully clear, of mild fiavor 
and delic>te aroma. To make it 
that way. use clear cold water 
freshly drawn and measure it 
eccurately. The water should 
cecme up to tHe base of the 
spout to percolate satisfactorily, 
end you will get a rither: coffee. 
Let the coffee percoiate slowly 
and gently. Time the percola- 
tion from the time the spray 
appears colored, and continue 
cooking for ten to fifteen min- 
utes. If you are makifig more 
than a qttart of coffee. then let 
it percolate ftom five to ten 
minutes longer. 

The correct measurements for 
good coffee is one heaping ta- 
blespoon of medidm ground cof- 
fee to One cup (one-Half pint) 
of water. If you like very strong 
coffee, or weaker cOffc®, vary the 
smount accordingly. Coffee 
streneth is a matter of individ- 
ual taste. 

O1d4-Fashiotied Method 

Many prefer the fiavor of 
good, old-fashioned hoiied cof- 
fee, ane when properly made it 
is delicious ‘and ‘fragrant. Use 
the samlé measurements as for 
percolated coffee; but use one- 
fourth tablespoon beaten egg for 
each tablespoott of ‘coffee. Com- 
bine the egg afid the coffee in 
the pot dnd mix thoroughly. 
Pour in the water and bring 
slowly to a boil, stirring down 
occasionally... Remeye from the 
fire immediately. and. Jet stand 
in 4 warm place for three to

The experience of owning a 
self-made toy cannot be com- 
pared with the experience of 
owning a ready-made toy. There 
can be no doubt of the fact 
either, that once a child has 
owned some plaything which he 
himself has created, he will want 
to try out his skill on something 
else soon. 

A child should have good tools 
to work with. It is preferable by 
far to get him two or threé 
pieces capable of doing adequate 
work than a whole tool chest of 
tools which come apart before a 
youngster has had. ample oppor- 
tunity really to get interested in 
the work. Real tools like daddy's 
will help him produce a better 
job and will stave off discour- 
agement. If his interest endures, 
additional tools may be added 
later. ° 

How Parents Can Help 


Instead of purchasing ready- 
made doll ‘houses or dolls and 
dresses which are picked off a 
store counter, let a little girl 
make Her own. A fairly sturdy 
house of any size desired, can 
be made of manila paper. With 
Parental assistance, a rag doll 
can be designed and sewed. As 
for the dolly’s dresses, mother’s 
rag hag will furnish ideas for 
numbetless creations. 

Self-reliance is not born of it- 
self. It needs to-bé fostered. By 
nature every child is interested 
in making things, but he must 
have raw materials on hand with 
which to work befere it can be 
developed.
